problem, end to re oo amend further action or steps which might hasten 
the solution. X feel confident that the recommendations contained in 
the SCAG Report will be conducive to that end. 

Aside, from the foregoing, another important purpose was to acquaint 
certain top-flight mathematicians and electronics engineers with our 
work and to evoke their interest in it so that we might call individ- 
ually upon them for occasional advice or assistance on certain aspects 
ef our problems.
